Wilson, w ar president, lies. 
President Coolidge made a pilgrim ­ 
age to Arlington to pay simple t r i b ­ 
ute to the u n k n o w n warrior 
w ho NATIONAL 
symbolizes the n a t io n ’s w ar dead by 
laying a w re ath on his tomb.

was accompanied only by Secretary 
of W a r Weeks and Secretary of Navy 
W ilbur and his personal staff.

The rioting, which w as precipitat­ 
ed by the m u rd er of E d w a rd Winkle, 
one of th e whit** employees of the 
construction company, was beginning 
to break out anew 
late 
yesterday 
when 75 national guardsm en with 
machine g u n s mounted on trucks a r ­ 
rived to quell the disturbance. 
Two hun d red and fifty blacks had 
taken refuge in an old stone quarry 
aud the w h ite s were m a k in g attem pts 
to roll boulders down on the ir heads.
